CANTON CHRISTIAN COLLEGE. 


Commencement Exereises of the 
Preparatory School. 


On Friday last this sehéol graduated the 


3 largest class ‘since it moved to Canton and 


to-its-own grounds four years ago...‘ This 
was a greater part of the class that hnd 
finished the four years preparatory course, 
thoso receiving certifientes numbering four- 
teen. Most of these will go on into the 
colleko which offers a second course in arts 
and selences, of four years. 

The exercises of the day began witha 
field meet “between the. three military 
companies of the student boys, including 
the fow college students and. clementary 
school atudents. The situation of the schoo, 
below the'city on the Honam side has made 
it ‘possible to acquire sufficient acrexgo 
to.fornish abundant athlotio grounds, 
running tracks, tennis courts, ete. A map 
of tho grounds wns furnished -with the pro- 
gramma to each of the four ot five hundred 
invited guests. Ushers were everywhere to. 
guide and instruct visitors about the entire 
plant. Doors were all apen and exhibits of 
atudenta’ essays and drawings were to be 
secon, The gucsta, who were all Chinese, 
were provided transportation by lnunch 
and house-boats, and scemed thoroughly 
to enjoy the event. - After the field meet 
the whole assembly was givon alight lunch. 
‘The gradunting exercises wore held at two 
o'clock, and after that an oxhibition 
of military drill waa given by two of the 
companies on the drill ground. 

The President, Dr. C. K. Edmuads, 
presided at the closing’ exercises. He led 
into tha hall a procession of the guests 
escorted bythe staff who wore Chinese or 
academic gowns, and tho studemt body. 
Upon the rostrum wero seated the Pro- 


sident, the Chinese Head Master, the throe P 


members of the Advisory Board, Dr A. P. 
Wilder, U, S. Consul-General at Hong- 
kong, Mr T. W. Pearce of Hongkong, and 
DrR. H. Graves, of Canton, Sir Cheang 
Tung Liang Cheng, and two Chinese guests 
ot honour, Tuotai Loh Kwan Shek and 
Bsnlin Chung Kok. - 

The exercises were begun by a hymn 
sung in Chinese by the student body, aud 
thon prayer .in Chinese by Mr Pearce. 
The’ student orator in Chinese was- Mr Lo 
King Tai. Mr. Sham Tso Meng, student 
orator in English, spoke as follows : 

People aro’ very much interested in 
thinking shout their school lives, One 
enuse for it is their memories of happinéss 
aa students, Perhaps they did not. feel 
happy when they were students; indeed, 
they felt very sorry somotimes, in case it 
took them along time to solve one pro- 
blem in mathematics and still they could 
Dat do it, Taiould think. ~Bitin reality- 
they were happy, because they leartied 
many things and’ becamo ‘wiser as: time 
went on. Confucius said. ‘‘Is it not 
pleasant to learn through constant per- 
severance ?” In other words, studying is a 
great plensute. 

Moreover students aro not only happy 
mentally, but ‘physically as well: Thoy 
have many athletic exercises and games: 
When they are playing in fields you can 
see haw happy they are. Asa matter of 
course the more they play the stronger 
their bodies grow, so that they are not 

louly happy bit enjoy the consequences, 
the good condition of their health, also. ©

CHINESE PUBLIC ‘SUBSCRIP- 
TION, 


For Kellef of Suiforers in the 
Italian Earthquake. 

On Tuosdoy evening the Italian Consul 
General at Hongkong received from the 
Canton Viceroy a further aum of $12,007 90, 
being the amount of a public subscription 
amongst the merchants, gentry, ote, of 
Canton. This sum, like the former one, 
was transmitted. this morning telegraphi- 
cally to tho Banca d'Italia ot Romo, 
through the Hengkong and Shanghai Bank 
freo of chargo. Acknowledgment and 
thanks were wired to the Viceroy last 
night by the Italiso Consul General, Choy, 
Volpicelli, 

HH, E. Chang, Viceroy of tho neighbour- 
ing province, has taken a great interest in 
the relief work for tho sufferers by the un- 
paralleled disaster is Southern Italy. He 
sont, at once, a telegram of sympathy to 
the Italian Consul Gencral for Southern 
China who -resides in .Hongkong, and 
made onjuiries: about the progress of 
reliof work. Shortly afterwards he re- 
newed onquiries through the Commis- 
sioner of Customs of Kowloon, Mr Harris, 
sod when this gentlonan later on 
visited Canton the Vicoroy repeated his 
enquiries verbally, This inlerest has 
materialised in the offering of two large 
gums, tho former ome -af’ $10,000 was the 
sontribution of the Government of the 
Liong Kuang provinces; the latter is the 
result ofa subscription amongst the public, 
The Chinose Press in Canton for some days 
paiehed the «tops taken “by the Viceroy 
‘or furthering the public subscription ; ita 
_ Buceaas is. therefore in greatmensare due ti 

the initiative and activity of the Viceroy. 

These considerations do not in the Teast 

minimiso tho generous promptitude with 

which the gentry and merchants tock up 
the subscription as soon asthe mutter wag 
_ brought to their ‘attention, All the Chins 
ese will also be alive to the fact, brought 
bofore them at every opportunity that the 
subscription was rised in the most unfa- 
* yourable time, close upon China New Year, 
when every Chinaman, whataver bis wealth 
and position, receives numberless calls on 
his puree which tax it to the uttermost. 
_ This morning the Italian Consul Goneral 
received from Sig. Tittoni, the Minister of 

Foreign Affairs, the following telegram i— 

“Ttolian Conaulate Hongkong--In tho 

name of the Royal Government I beg yor 

to thank the Viceroy. for bis ‘generous 
donation to the sufferers from the earth- 
quake.—Tittoni.”
